NEW YORK, April 5.—Paul Nocquet, 
the young aeronaut, sculptor and artist, 
iwho died on a long Island beach, where 
he was lost and exhausted after an ap- 
parently safe landing in balloon 
Tuesday night, made preparations for 
death before starting on his last voyage. 
A letter was found in a pocket of his 
clothing today giving complete directions 
as to the disposition to be made of his 
property in case should ound 
dead.

Rave the names of his 
this country, of his relatives 
in Europe and spoke of his mother in 
in endearing terms. It pho- 
vides also that all property of which he 
was possessed at the time of his death 
should go to his mother. 


It was suggested today that Nocquet 


[might have fallen from his balloon to 


the tiny island where his body was 
found instead of making his way there 
in an effort to reach Amityville, as 
generally supposed. One of the men 
who found the body says that he heard 
cries for help at 10:15 o'clock Tuesday 
night. It was 10 o'clock when-the bal- 
loon was found and Nocquet could not 
have gone a mile and _ three- “quarters 
through marshes and creeks in 1a--min- 
toward the ocean. 

Nocquet’s balloon 
on Jones’ Beach, four miles south of 
Anttyviltie, on Great South Bay, and 
he is supposed to have lost his 
life after a six-hours’ battle with water 
and mud in the treatherous morass be- 
tween the village and the sea. 

The lights of the Village attracted the 
balloonist, stranded in the darkness on 
a sund pit and barely saved from a de- 
scent in the ocean, and he started on a 
journey which the most experienced’ of 
the native bay men would scarcely have 
undertaken. 

Within a mile of him-on the smooth 
beach was the lifesaving station, but he 
was unaware of this, and, though he 
shouted loudly for help and his cries 
were heard in the night, no one came 
to guide him. 

His tragic journey across creeks and 
through marsh and mud, often sinking 
to his knees, and again swimming 
across broad pools, must have lasted 
from 10 o'clock Tuesday night until 4 
o'clock yesterday morning. 

At that hour he had crossed 14 of the 
many little islands of the lagoon. Iiis 
heavy Overcoat, soaked with water, he 
discarded, and with scarcely strength 
enough to stagger he plunged into the 
water to cross a stream a hundred 
yards wide. His cork life  preserver 
kept him afloat, but when he reached 
Cott’s Island blindly he groped his way 
a ‘few feet and then drank the last 
drops of whisky in the small flask he 
carried. 

In vain he attempted to rise fo his 
feet and plod on. Nature was exhaust- 
ed and the spirits would not revive him. 
The dying man, with a last despairing 
effort, flung the flask from him and 
sank on his face. They found his body 
on the fifteenth island, his hands 
crossed before his face and the empty 
fiask only six feet away. 

The whole story of the balloon’s de- 
seent five hours after it rose in the 
yards of the Central Union's gas plant 
in the Bronx, was told on the beach 
The wet and bedraggled basket and the 
gash in the side of the gas bag where 
the ripping rope had been used told 


landed in safety 


to sea perhaps 100 feet. The wind which 
had blown him south straight across 
Tong Island favored him when he de- 
scended rapidly and came within the 
path of the northeasterly breese from 
the ocean. | ‘ 

The acronaut had cleared the water OW 
perhaps just tossed along the combers 
till he came back to the beach, where 
the balloon rose in response to the un- 
loading of the sand ballast. The red 
sand which the aeronaut carried shows 
up plainiy against the white sand of 
Jones’ Beach. 

The anchor rope trailed through the 
white sand like a -t snake, and the 
hard, firm outline left. on the beach 
shows a groove 200 yards diagonally 
from the water to within 30 yards of the

bumped along the sand, leaving its 
mpression as clear as an engravers 
ok on a wax plate. 

When he found he was nearing the 
water, Nocquet undoubtedly affixed the 
cork life rver to himeelf,: and when 
he started for the lights of Amityville 
he retained it, fearing to meet the creeks 
that he could not see. That Nocauet 
houted for assistance is told by Tienry 
gpa an Amityville bayman.

The 
Pittsbury Coal Co. , has reported 41 
active and 21 idle mines, and the Monon- 
gahela River Co. had 12 mines working 
and 15 idle yesterday.

The Illinois Collieries. Co., which was 
supposed to have been controlled’ by 
Francis L. Robbins of the Pittsburg 
Coal Co., has determined’ to stand with 
the other Illinois operators against 
making any concessions to the miners. 
This company operates eight mines in 
different parts of the State and employs 
more than 2000 miners. Since the In- 
dianapolis meeting the stockholders o

turns of.the hand to those who under- 
stand the sign language will be im- 
pressed upon those who do not when 
the divorce suit of Mrs. Mary Guss 
against William E. Guss is tried. 

The appHcation for divorce was filed 
Monday; the date of trial is .dependent 
upon the action of the defendant. Both 
Mr. and Mrs. Guss are deaf mutes and 
their testimony will have to be given 
with the aid of a sign-language inter- 
preter. 

In her petition Mrs. Guss lays stress 
upon the fact that her husband called 
her abusive names and often qutarreled 
with her, 

Quarreling in the sign language is ex- 
tremely easy, since the slightest ges- 
tures are watched and umbrage may 
easily be taken unless all concerned are 
most careful, 

Insinuations in regard to mental 
qualifications are the hardest for deaf 
mutes to bear and these same insinua- 
tions are the first made in time of quar- 
rels. If a deaf mute wishes to anger 
another he holds one hand bevore his 
face and turns the index finger about, 
that is sign language for ‘“‘You are a 
fool.’ Another gesture which has a 
more intense meaning is to int an in- 
dex finger at each ear and revolve it 
rapidly. This signifies 
suggests a whirled mental arrangement. 


Stupid and Silly Signs. 


Other exasperating signs are those of 
absolute ignorance and stupidity. A fist 
closed and held. against the forehead 
with the back of the hand out means 
“You are ignorant.”” When the first two 
fingers are raised and placed against 
the forehead with the other two and the 
thumb down the significance is stupid- 


ity. 

. sign that usually has an ugly effect 
is the ‘silly’ sign. In that the sign 
letter Y is made by folding down the 
first three fingers and letting the thumb 
and little finger stand. The hand is 
then whirled about in front of the face 
of the person insulted. 

An idea of the sign language may be 
obtained from the heading to this 
article which the reader will discover 


. by careful reading spells: ‘‘Deaf Mutes 


in Divorce Suit.’ 

Deaf mute teachers say that the ex- 
pression of the face adds or substracts 
from words used and that which might 
be merely an unkind remark with one 
expression becomes an insult with an- 
other. These shades will have ta be 
made evident by the interpreter at the 
trial. 

Mrs. Guss is the youngest of her fam- 
ily and she received a careful rearing. 
Her oKler brothers and sisters have al- 
ways been kind to her and her mother, 
now dead, gave her much attention. 


Quarreled With His Hands. 


She attended school at Fulton, Mo., 
and made much progress. Her penman- 
ship is clear and her letters are well 
formed. She became acquainted with 
Mr. Guss about 15 years ago at a 
social affair and they were married 
three years afterward, Nov. 28, 184. 

Mrs. Guss is a woman of pleasing ap- 
pearance, with dark eyes and hair. Her 
marital troubles have caused her to be 
slightly nervous and to prefer retire- 
ment. Some time after their marriage 
Mr. and Mrs. Guss went to live in EFliz- 
abeth, N. J., where they had a well- 
furnished home and where Mrs. Guss’ 
relatives supposed that she was happy. 

They were surprised to receive a tel- 
egram from her last October asking 
some one to come for her, that she 
could no longer live with her husband. 

Mrs. Guss isreticentasto her trouble. 
but with the aid of an interpreter and 
by means of penmanship she made 
known her grievances to her attorney, 
Max H. Ruler. 

In addition to quarreling and abuse 
she declared that her husband was 
given to drinking and riotous living, and 
that he often struck her when she asked 
for money. She told of cruelties on his 
art and personal violence and made 
nown the fact that her husband had a 
daughter by his first wife, who 
caused much trouble~—This daughter is 
now grown and lives with her father.

Fear of greater iosses of property 


and destruction on the part of residents 
of the biock in the southwestern part of 
the city, where a large area has been 
slowly sinking, was prompted Thurs- 
day when the tenants of the property 
discovered that the aregeaffected was 
considerably incYreas@d during Wednes- 
day night. The property is in the block 
bounded by Sulphur, Hitman and Esther 
avenues, about midway between Old 
Manchester road and the tracks of the 
Frisco Railroad. 

The sinking and sliding movement of 
the ground Wednesday afternoon and 
night caused the caving of the con- 
crete foundation of the large vacant 
house on Esther avenue, which up till 
Wednesday was just on the line of en- 
croachment, the owner hoping that the 
movement of the ground would cease 
before the foundation of the house was 
reached. When the pressure became too 
great Thursday the concrete walls near- 
est the force of the land movement 
caved in like an eggshell, although a 
foot thick, and the ground end of the 
central brick chimney of the house was 
broken off and destroyed by the move- 
ment of the whole building a distance of 
one and a half feet. 

The increase in the area of the ground 
affected. was more noticeable Thursday 
on the rear of the Sulphur avenue lots, 
where the cave-in line extended itself 
across three lots, taking a strip on the 
average width of four feet. 

This strip sunk about four feet. 

The owners of the five houses facing 
Fitman avenue noted during the 24 
hours ending ‘Thursday morning that 
the main body of ete kins ground had 
fallen about four inches and the rains 
which fell Wednesday night and which 
threatened continuously Thursday kept 
the occupants in a state of constant 
alarm. t was apparent that any fur- 
ther appreciable movement of the 
ground on the rear of the Eitman _ave- 
nue lots would take out one and prob- 
ably two house foundations.

“I have lost my grappling hook. I 
want to make a landing,’ cried Nocquet. 
The students could do nothing but stare 
helplessly at the flying car, which soon 
passed out of their sight. It drifted 
northeast toward Oyster Bay and then 
veered toward Great South Bay. There 
it was lost to view. 

en Nocquet landed in the dark- 
ness his balloon was partially deflated 
but the streamer which he had bought 
just before the ascension fluttered from 
the netting. On this he had written in 
ink his name and address, ‘‘Paul Noc- 
quet, 55 East Fifty-ninth street.’”’ He 
left a few pounds of sand ballast, a 
bundle of old newspapers and an empty 
wine bottle in the basket and took up 
his last journey in the direction of the 
gleaming lights of the village four miles 
away. 
Desperate Struggle. 


The herrors of that desperate battle 
to reach human habitation can only 
be guessed. He walked and swam and 
struggled directly north from the nar- 
row beach. For a quarter of a mile his 
feet sank in the soft ooze of a marshy 
meadow. Then he waded across count- 


‘less tiny pools, often up to his breast 


in water and mud. Bass Creek, 450 feet 
wide, is too deep for wading. He 
floundered in and must save swam 
across it. Then came more meadows, 
more islands and more creeks. Walking, 
wading, floundering and crawling he got 
through them somehow, till he came 
to the fourteenth island. ts 
It was calculated by the bay men 
that it must have been at least 4 o’clock 
in the morning when Nocquet, almost 
fainting. threw away his overcoat that 


he might have strength. to swim across 


the 100-yard stream that lay between 
him .and Cott’s Island. The bay men 
marveled that any human being could 
have made the journey at all. 

Cott’s Island is not quite half way 
to the village. When the aeronaut fell 
exhausted and died, he had worn him- 
self out in the hopeless attempt. He 
was covered with mud and ooze when 
his body was found. His face, lying in 
his hands, had a peaceful expression, 
ving no sign of the agonies he must 
ave passed through. 4 
The body was found by Capt. George 
Smith, a bay man, who with pt. Pur- 
dy, had gone out clamming early in 
the day and learned at the lifesaving 
station of the missing aeronaut. 

The Aero Club members are much 
agitated over Nocquet’s disappearance 
and the Count de la Vaulx spoke with 
some bitterness of the sculptor’s rash- 
ness. : 

‘‘Nocquet,’’ he said, ‘‘was a mere nov- 
ice in the art of ballooning. He was 
not authorized to make the ascent.”’ 
Other members of the party spoke of 
Nocquet’s recklessness and declared that 
he should never have started without a 
few pilot balloons to test the direction 
of the wind. 

It was the young sculptor’s desire and 
hope that he would be able to land near 
Philadelphia and if he had sent up a 
pilot balloon and found the wind was 
going to carry him over Long Island, 
his friends say, he would probably have 
postponed the ascension and its tragedy 
would have been averted. 


Ill-Luck Haunted Him. 


Strange ill luck pursued Nocquet all 
through this fatal trip. His lack of ‘test 
balloons, his loss of the grappling an- 
chor, which he reported to Garden City, 
as well‘as his helpless condition on a 
lonely sand pit late at night, with the 
only lights in: sight a lure to death, 
make up a somber chapter leading to 
the tragedy. His cries for help, heard 
and misunderstood, add to the pity of 
the ending. For this young sculptor was 
fearless and really believed there was 
little danger in this sport. 

He had told his friends: that after 15 
ascensions in Paris it required the sum- 
moning of a strong sense of filial duty 
to his aid to forego his favorite pas- 
time in deference to the wishes and 
fears of his mother. 

It is expected that the funeral of Noc- 
quet will be held on Friday at the home 
of Gutson Borglum, Wo. 166 East Thir- 
ty-eighth street. Mr. Borglum was Noo- 
quet’s best friend, and they were asso- 
ciated in art work. A short time be- 
fore making his last ascension Nov- 
quet presented his friend with what Mr. 
Borglum considers one of the sculptor's 
greatest works. It is entitled ‘The 
Burning Urn.” 
The aeronaut’s effects have been 
sealed in his room by Mr. Borglum, and 
several small pieces of sculpture, left 
unfinished, will be preserved just as 
they are. 


MISTOOK HIS SCREAMS 
FOR HUNTERS’ SHOUTS. 


Special to the Lest Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 5.—Count de la 
Vaulx and Courtlandt Bishop, who are 
the Jeading spirits in ballooning here, 
have returned to town from their search 
for Nocquet. 

“The beach on which he alighted,” 


said Mr. Bishop, “is only half a mile 
from the Jones’ Beach life-saving sta- 
tion. We followed his tracks in the sand 
and saw in sevéral places where he had 
scooped up the earth as he ran, ap- 
parently to see if it were wet and there- 
fore near the ocean. I found a man 
named Purdy, who lives in a houseboat 
on Gilgo Island, about two miles from 
the place where Nocquet landed. Purdy 
told me he heard someone calling about 
He again 
heard shouts before going to bed. There 
are hundreds of men engaged in duck 
hunting in that locality and Purdy be- 
lieved that it was one of these hunters 
who was shouting and he paid no at- 
tention to it.’’ 

Count de la Vaulx interrupted Mr. 
Bishop to say: “It is customary with 
experienced balloonists when landing in 
an unknown place at night to sleep in 
the basket until daylight. Had Nocquet 
done this he would have been discov- 
ered within two hours at the outside. 
The patrols.of Jones’ Beach station pass 
the spot where the balloon landed every 
two hours.’’ 

Mr. Bishop said that there are four 
summer houses on Jones’ Beach, which 
were within a mile of where Nocquet 
landed and which offered ample facili- 
ties of refuge. 

“as far as we can find out, Nocquet 
has made only three ascensions,” he 
se a sia 

“Nocquet took no instruments wit 
him for guidance. He had neither 
anchor, baromer nor statoscope. He 
was provided with a primitive appli- 
ance, only, ascertain whether hr 
down.

Friends of the dead man told the po- 
lice they had always understood that 
(ody was a step-brother of Marie Corel- 
li. Cody had béen asked a number of 
times, they say, why.whe did not apply 
for help to Miss Corehi. He invariably 
replied that all she could give him was 
money and that was the thing he did 
not require. 

Marie Corelli, of Italian extraction, 
was adopted when a baby only a few 
months old by Dr. Charles Mackay. an 
inglish poet and writer of stories. Until 
she assumed the name Corelli, she was 
known as Marie Mackay. Dr. Mackay 
had one son, Eric Mackay, who was a 
failure in almost everything he under- 
teok. He came to this country and died 
in Canada several years ago, it is sup- 
posed, 

Cody's friends said’ he came to this 
Side of the Atlantic 25 years ago as a 
Secretary to the then Governor General 
of Canada. A year or two afterward he 
came to New York and went into the 
cigar business. He had plenty of money 
and prospered at first. At one time he 
had a string of cigar stores through the 
Tenderloin. 

Failed in Business. 

Then he started a cigar factory. He 
met with reverses and lost his business. 
A few years later he started a restau- 
rant. TVhat did well, for a time, but 
finally Cody’s luck turned again and the 
business went to smash. ‘Then; five 
vears ago, he went to live at the house 
in West Thirty-sixth street. 

He ran a little laundry in the base- 
ment for the convenience, as he said, 
of himself and his friends. He had a 
little money. Some years ago he pur- 
chased.a lot in Maplewood Cemetery 
and at the same time put enough money 
on deposit with an undertaking estab- 
lishment to cover the expenses of his 
funeral. 

M. D. W. Jorgensen, a decorator, who 
owns the house in which Cody lived five 
years, said that Cody was a man who 
apparently had been. well educated. He 
was very popular among the people’ he 
knew, said Jorgensen, In this room he 
had a smal! library. but the only vol- 
ume of Marie Corelli's numerous works 
was ‘“The Master Christian.”’ 

The funeral will be held tomorrow aft- 
ernoon at the chapel of the undertaking 
establishment, and the body will 
terred in the lot at Maplewood Ceme- 
tery.

"LA BOHEME” SU 
N FINE SPIRIT 


Pucini’s Work  Pleasingly 
Produced by Savage /ing- 
lish Opera Company. 


The Savage grand opera performance 
at the Olympic Theater Wednesda; 
night induced something of a compara- 


tive study of methods. In the three pre- 
vious performances of the week the 
troupe had sung two operas by Wagner 
and one by Verdi. Wagner and Verdi 
did their work in another day—a recent 
day, to be sure, but not this To com- 
pare the work of any living composer 
with theirs could not fail of both value 
and interest; so ‘‘La Boheme,” which 
the Savage singers produced Wednesduy 
night, drew out a big downstairs audi- 
ence about equally made up of persons 
to whom the opera was a novelty and 
those to whom it was a study. Puccini, 
who composed it, is one of the three liv- 
ing grand opera composers of any em- 
inence, the others being Mascagni and 
Leoncavallo. How thoroughly the op- 
eras of Puccini are of this day we are 
reminded by recalling that some two 
years ago the critics of all the world 
went to Milan to hear his new opera, 
“Madame Butterfly.”’ 

The performance of ‘‘La Boheme” at 
the Olympic was singularly pleasing. 
Mr. Sheehan was clear and sweet- 
voiced in the part of Rudolph, the young 
poet of the Latin Quarter who loves the 
waif Mimi. His tones seem rounder and 
fuller than they were when he was 
wont to sing here a great deal; possibly 
it is quite natural they should be, inas- 
much as the source from which they 
spring is considerably rounder awed full- 
er than of yore, This deservedly pop- 
ular tenor is not by nature an actor, 
but he has a naivete of which he is so 
blissfully umconscious that we could 
never openly quarrel with his presence 
on stage. ‘‘La Boheme” is a pretty op- 
era, and one in which there is a uniform 
excellence of modern composition with- 
out any real attainment of the superla- 
tive heights. There are some beautiful 
things in it, and at least one that is a 
spiriting; but it relies upon these for its 
acceptance less than do some of the 
works of Wagner, Verdi and Gounod. 
Indeed, it could scarce be else, with such 
an even-running little story. _ 

Miss Rennyson had the leading fem- 
inine part of Mimi, the girl beloved of 
Rudolph. It ig generally admitted that 
her singing Wednesday night was the 
best she has done in the engagement. 
There was much of the sweet and 
plaintive in Miss Rennyson’s work as 
the timid and eventually heart-and- 
health-broken Mimi. Miss Claude AI- 
bright did some very good work, indeed, 
as Musetta, and Mr. Goff added much to 
his own and to our vty Se ii in the 

rt of the painter Marcel. * 
ay ty coors lis essentially. modern, the 
time being 1830.

.- THE PRINCES OF URBINO 


(Art in a Robber Castle.) 








HE face of the portrait of the 
i Princes of Urbino by Desiderio da 

Settignarnc in the Post-Dispatch 
collection for the schools is full of such 
mildness and sweetness as the great 
Raphael put into the face of his Virgin 
Mary. 
It would be a very strange story.if 
we knew all the life of the Princes 
of Urbino. No novel would be_ so 
Strange. What we do know of the 
truth is much stranger than most Stories 
made up by people who have not 
learned. that the way to seem most 
strange is usually to keep close to the 
truth, 
The Princes of Urbino in Italy made 
their little city on a spur of the moun- 
tains of Tuscany, famed through all the 
world of their day as a home for paint- 
ers, sculptors, poets and learned men 
who wished to come- there either be- 
Cause they were driven out of their own 
cities or because they wished to’ find a 
place where they would be well treat- 
ed. Urbino in the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth centuries was called the Athens 
of Italy, and it was known even as far 
as England. 


This was because its lords had had 
such great success as ‘‘freebooters,”’ or, 
as we should call them now, robbers. 
When all the world they knew of was 
full of fighting, they fortified their town 
in the mountains until they felt safe in 
it. Then from enemies in reach of their 
horsemen, they got. great wealth in plun- 
der of all Kinds, money and rich cloth- 
ing, and, no doubt, beautiful objects of 
art; for these freebooters were very fond 
of everything fine in art and had very 
fine taste in it, as well as love for all 
those who could create it. Most people 
who had great wealth were likely to be 
enemies of a freebooting lord in the 
Italian mountains then, if he could 
reach them and get back to his castle 
without being cut off, but the Lords of 
Urbino robbed with great prudence and 
judgment. When other greater princes 
and nobles were at war the Lords of Ur- 
bano made leagues with them and sup- 
plied them with trained fighting men. 
This was one reason that when the 
worst of the wars was over all the rest 
did not combine ngninat Urbino and de- 
stroy it utterly. 


When the time came that tlitey did 
not need to be so active in freebooting, 
the Lords of Urbino invited sculptors, 
painters, poets and men of science to be 
their guests at Urbino. ‘They collected 
books, also. In 1846 one of them began 
building a magnificent fortified palace at 
Urbino strong enough to be defended 
from its outer walis against all ene- 
mies, and made beautiful inside with 
white marble sculptures, wood-carving 
and paintings. 

Raphael's father, Giovanni Santi, made 
some of these paintings. 

After Raphael's birth in Urbino, his 
father taught him art and sent him 
away to learn atill more. He learned 
go well that Italians then began call- 





| ing him the “Divine Raphael,” as they

As in paint- 
ing in Europe, everything is either ‘‘pre- 
Raphaelite’ or “after-Raphael,”’ ~ it 
seems that the freebooting lords of Ur- 
bine, who had such fine taste, used their 
plunder to help create the ‘‘modern age’”’ 
in the world’s painting.

GREYTOWN, Natal, April 5.—The co- 


lonial field force which was concen- 
trating at ‘‘Impanza,’’ 12 miles north- 
west of Greytown, for operations 


against the insurgent chief, Bambaata, 
the deposed regent of the Greytown dis- 
trict, has been compelled to abandon 
its laager after heavy fighting and re- 
tire to Greytown. 

A portion of the force sent to rescue 





the women and children isolated at 
Keates Drift succeeded fn so doing, but, 
while returning, was attacked by rebeli- 
lious natives. A running fight was kept 
up for six miles, the Zulus continuing 
the pursuit until within a’ mile of 
Greytown. Three of the colonial police 
were killed and several were wounded. 
The remainder are safe at Greytown. 

The police report that the rebels are in 
étrong numbers and flushed with vic- 
tory and the officials fear further ex- 
cesses. A strong force of artillery, in- 
fantry and mounted men is moving out 
of Greytown today to operate against 
the rebels. 

A laager has been formed here and ev- 
ery preparation has seen made to de- 
fend Greytown in case of an attack. An 
assault on the cown, however, is con- 
sidered unlikely, the Zulus preferring to 
fight in the rugged country outside. 

The British fleld force, at present 
numbering only a few hundred men, 
will be strongly reinforced during the 
next 24 hours.

One of the most curious raflroad | 


cars ever built was in the train yards 
Outside of Union Station Thursday, 
The car is equipped with telephones 
which can be connected with the en- 
gine, and testing apparatus that 
makes the inside of the car look like 
the gauge room ofa big steam plant. 

“Scranton” is the name of the car, 
which was built a month ago. It is 
used for testing the pulling capacity 
of engines, the pressure on coupling 
bars, the comparative back pull of a 
grade, and a hundred other technical 


things. 
The car has three staterooms with 


beds tnstead of berths. It also has a 
little bathroom with marble tiles on 
the walls and floor. Then there is a 
kitchen and dining room. 


But the rear room I!s the feature of 
the car. There is a sort of table with 
a wide band of paper running across 
it on rollers. Above this paper are 
little hands that are connected with a 
hundred wires that run somewhere 
under the flooring. When the car is 
in motion and the tests are being 
made these little hands move in dif- 
ferent directions and show exactly 
how fast the train is going and many 
other things.

Center purty, supported the chancellor. 
and the Vice-President of the House, 
Dr. Count Von Stolberg Wernigerode, 
cailed out, “lg Dr. Mugdan here.’ 
Adjourned the Reichstag. 

Fhe Vice-President then adjourned the 
sitting for a quarter of an hour, during 
wiileh deep. silence prevailed through- 
vut the House. 

.Drs.. Mugdan and. Becker. had tn the 
Ineantime gone to the assistance of the 
Chancellor, who appeared to be con- 
versitug with them and with the mem- 
bers who carried him from the cham- 
ber to tae sitting roém of the President 
of the House and placed him in an 
easy chair, and he began to show signs 
of returning consciousness. 

Prof. Kudolf Renvers, head of: the 
Moabite Hospital, reached the room 
time later and, after examining 
tie Chancellor, said tiwit he was only 
suffering from A severe. fainting spell, 
the result of: influenza,-and that there 
were no indications of paralysis which 
was at firsi feared. Prof. Renvers was 
assisted by Drs. Mugdan and Becker, 
who are members of ,the Reichstag. 
They cleared the- sitting room of the 
cabinet miisters and others, and trans- 
the Charicellor from the easy 
chair to a lounge, onty Princess Von 
Buelow; who had joined her husband, 
remaining with him. 

. Emperor William came to the door 
later but was not permitted to enter, 
as the Chancellor was sleening. 

The Empress also called at the Reich- 
stag to inquire about the Chancellor’s 
health. 

After Speech on Morocco. 

Prince - Von Buelow sp@e for about 
half an hour on the Moroccan question 
at the opening of the day’s Bession in 
his uSual animated style.

APPEAL TO THE PEOPLE 


Folk’s Record Will Be the 
Platform, and Economy 
the Watchword. 


A score of Missouri Democratic bosses 
will find themselves without jobs or 
prospect of handling party funds in this 


year's campaign, as a result of an edict 
in favor of a ‘‘people’s campaign,” just 
promulgated by Chairman Evans of the 
Democratic State Committee. 

Judge Evans said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Thursday that he had learned 
from his experience as official leader 
of the Democratic party in this State 
that the voters are tired of the boss<s, 
and ~that the coming election mus be 
conested by an appeal to the people. 

‘Heretofore,’ explained Judge Evans, 
‘it has been customary to appoint two 
or three men in each county to look af- 
ter the party’s interests in campaign 
year. 

“These lieutenants were expected .to 
bring out the full vote of the party, and 
had the right to decide all questions 
arising in their communities. They 
were held responsible, too, for adverse 
results. 

“Rut a revolution in public sentiment 
has been effected, not only in Missouri, 
but throughout the United States. 

“The turning down of Tammany in 
New York, of Cox in Cincinnati, of 
Durham in Philadelphia and only this 
week of Rose in Milwaukee has clearly 
demonstrated that the people have de- 
cided to conduct their own elections. 

“So; instead of appointing leaders to 
look after each county and schoo! dis- 
trict, we have decided this year jo make 
our appeal direct to: the voters. 


Every Voter’s Name Down. 


“We have had prepared a list of Dem- 
ocratic voters in the State, arranged by 
school districts. We have not funds 
sufficient to send a letter to each voter, 
but we have appointed In each district 
one man to whom we send circulars, 
communications and literature enough 
to distribute to his fellow voters. — 

“This -representative is in no sense 
recognized as a campaign manager for 
that district. His services are volun- 
tary and gratuitous. 

“We will not interfere with county 
committees, but they will have to pro- 
vide their own funds. 

‘Somehow the people no longer trust 
party bosses in the rural districts. An 
impression prevails ‘among.voters that 
the boss receives a large sum of money, 


coliected, from the State committee and 


the candidates, and that he often shoves 
this into his personal exchequer. 
Folk Record the Issue. 

“The Democratic committee hasn't 
mueh money for this campaign, tat 
what it has and may get will be used 
sparingly, and only where it is absolute- 

necessary to get out the party vote. 

“Our appeal to the voters will be 
based on the record of the Folk admin- 
istration. 

Judge Evans was asked if he was sat- 
isfied with the results of Tuesday’s elec- 
tions throughout the’ State. 

“TI see no reasom to complain,” said 
he. “Kansas City is normally a Republi- 
can city and the Democrats there have 
been split for some time. 

“We won a sweeping victory in Spring- 
field, formerly a Republican stronghold. 

“Ag a matter of fact the Democrats 
made more gains in the local elegtions 
than did the Republicans. I do not think 
there is the slightest doubt that we will 
carry Missouri this year.” 

Boy Mayor Can’t Serve. 

“How about your home town, 
Plains, which went Republican?’ 

Judge Evans laughed. 

“Why, that’s the best joke of all. The 
Mayor W. D. Green is only 21 
years of age. He must be 25 to be eli- 
gible for. the office. The Democrats 
kept this to themselves until the day 
after the elettion. Then they told the 
Republicans of their mistake. 

“Now Mr. Green is to retire volun- 
tarily and allow his Democratic op- 
ponent, G. H. Cobb, to take the office.”

Pressed on this point, she said: “I 
Can't read notes. I can practice a 
little by ear, but I can't play a tune.” 

She denied that she sent Sapper 
after bananas, but said he volun- 
teered to buy them. 

She also said that testimony that 
she had flirted with workingmen on a 
building near her home was not true 
and that she did not flirt with a con- 
ductor on the Creve Coeur Lake line 
while she was returning to St. Louis 
with a berry picking party. 

“Elsie, one of the girls, had taken 
off her shoes, and her feet were mud- 
dy, and we laughed at that.

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NEW COUNCIL CAN | 
TIE MAYOR'S HANDS 


Deadlock in East St. Louis Be- 
tween Rival Municipal 
Parties. 


What effect the result of Tuesday's 
election in East St. Louis will have on 
the improvements planned is problemat- 
ical. The new City Council will stand 
nine Citizens’ party Aldermen to five 
Independent Municipal party Aldermen. 
Mayor Cook was elected on the Inde- 
pendent Municipal ticket one year a§wv 
and has had ‘a “majority of the City 
Council during the past yeaF. 

The appointment of city officials will 
be made on the first Monday in May. 
The Mayor submits the names to the 
Council for its approval. The present 
city officials are all members of the In- 
dependent Municipal party, but Nt OUiS 
said that the new Council will demand 
one-half of the appointments this time 
for Citizens’ party adherents. If Mayor 
Cook refuses to trade and appoints men 
of his own party, the Council will 
probably refuse to confirm the appoint- 
ments, resulting in a deadlock, posstoly 
resulting in the city being for a time 
without legal city officials, The Inde- 
pendent Municipal party is fortified with 
a recent Supreme Court decision, how- 
ever, which says that the Mayor is the 
appointing power, and that the confirma- 
tion of the City Council is only a matter 
of form, and is not necessary to enable 
the Mayor’s appointee to draw their sal- 
aries. 





Contests’ Vital Effect. 


Contests are talked of in the Third 
and Seventh wards, and if either of these 
results in seating another Citizens’ party 
Alderman, the Council will have ten 
Citizens’ Aldermen to four Independent 
Municipal. This would give the Citizens’ 
party a two-thirds majority, and that 
number can repeal the ordinance passed 
recently by the Cook supporters for the 
construction of a $758,000 sewer system. 
They can also repeal the ordinances 
yassed for building the levee across 
Pittsburg Lake, and other levees planned 
to surreund, East St. Louis. 

As the new Council row stands, they 
can defeat any ordinance presented by 
Mayor Cook or his Aldermen, yet the 
Mayor has the veto power, and the Citi-

Civic Improvement League Dis- 
cusses Menace to Health 
and Beauty. 


Tin cans received much attention at 
the meeting of the Civic Improvement 
League Tuesday evening in the Bond 
Avenue Methodist Church, .East St. 
Louis. Prof. Henry Talbot, who pre- 
sided over ‘the meeting, spoke of their 
prevalence in East St. Louis and said 
they marked most vacant lots and could 
be found in most alleys and back yards. 
He informed his hearers that the city 
is not to blame for the tin cans since 
residents had but to place cans in prop- 
er receptacles and the city wagons 
would hau] them away. 

Dr. Lillie, who spoke upon “Why We 
Should Have a Clean City,’ told of the 
dangers of tin cans. He said they were 
frequent causes of tetanus when left in 
places where barefooted children played 
and that when half filled with water 
they became breeding places for mos- 
quitoes. He said that one man had 
solved the tin can problem by burning 
them in his furnace, but that those 
without furnaces must depend upon the 
city. , 

Prof. Roberts, physical culture super- 
visor, who spoke upon drinking foun- 
tains, said that if he were a Carnegie 
for one day he would spend his first 
money to clean the streets of East St. 
Louis. He was applauded. He chal- 
lenged the audience to name a public 
place in East St. Louis, with the ex- 
ception of a saloon, where either man 
or beast could get a drink of water.

: a Stubborn Decline—The Close Is

The Early News. 


The raising of the foreign banknote rate 
was not unexpected, but it ie a very good 
factor in the money situation nevertheless. 
There is not much news this morning caicu- 
lated to influence prices. .The money market 
today will exert the primary influence and, 
while the high rate of yesterday may not be 


reached, it is probable that we shall have 
very firm rates. A decline in sterling ex- 
change yesterday induced new rumors of gold 
imports. A further break will be necessary, 
but the reduction in thé discount rate in Lon- 
don will assist in wedan tery about a situation 
in exchange more favorable to imports. While 
call money continues at its present bigh rate, 
it is believed that some conservatism should 
be reserved, making commitments. While there 
have been advances in the price of copper 
metal abroad, it is indicated that there gill 
be a reaction in Copper stock before the 
advance continues. It is rumored tbat the 
stock will be placed on a 7-per-cent basis, 
but from an excellent source it is stated that 
while such a dividend could be paid it is 
unlikely -that it wlll be done. There has 
been some very good selling of copper from 100 
up. The steel and iron markets also con- 
tinue strong. Nearing the noon period money 
rose to 12 per cent and prices reflected - 
erate pressure. Support. however, was at all 
times good and no liquidation of an influen- 
tial charaeter wus encountered. The buying 
in Union Pacific continues of the best sort 
and the indications are that with any ease 
in the monetary situation this stock will again 
take up its position as the market's leader. 
The United States Steel securities continue 
well bought and many ateel mannfacturers are 
of the opinion that the current month will 
show a large increase in the unfilled business 
of the various steel companies. The month 
starts out with heavy 
movement of finished product may be under 
way within th next two or three weeks. 
steel] manufacturer states that the 

month will give the steel business a good test.
